•   STATEMENT  OF   CITY  FINANCES. 


CITY  AUDITOR'S  OFFICE,  •> 

Cincinnati,  March  1st,  1857.      / 

In  accordance  with  the  ordinance  regulating  the  City  Auditor's  OiTicc,  I  suh- 
mit  to  the  tax-payers  and  citizens  of  (-iiiciinmti,  the  ColUnving  statement  of  tlio 
Receipts  and  Disbursements  for  the  fiscal  year,  ending  February  28tli,  1857. 

GENERAL  FUND. 

The  General  Fund  Receipts  for  the  past  fiscal  year,  were  as  follows:  Taxes, 
One  hundred  and  eighty-sis  thousand,  eight  hundred  and  eighty-one  dollars 
and  seventy-seven  cents,  ($186,881  77.)  Special  grading  and  paving  tax, 
placed  on  ground  levy,  eleven  thousand,  five  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars, 
($11,525  00.)  From  Sale  of  Wood,  by  Fuel  Committee,  one  thousand  dol- 
lars, ($1000);  and  from  all  other  sources,  the  sum  of  fifty-two  thousand  and 
thirteen  dollars  and  forty-seven  cents,  ($52,013  47,)  making  in  all,  the  sum  o^ 
two  hundred  and  fifty-one  thousand,  four  hundred  and  twenty  dollars  and 
twenty  four  cents,  ($251,420  24,)  which,  added  to  the  balance  in  Treasury, 
March  1st,  1856,  makes  the  total  receipts  amount  to  the  sum  of  three  hundred 
and  ninety-three  thousand,  eight  hundred  and  eighty-four  dollars  and  fifty  seven 
cents,  ($393,884  67.)  The  expenditures  for  the  same  period,  were  three  hun- 
dred and  five  thousand,  three  hundred  and  fifty-five  dollars  and  thirty-two 
cents,  ($305,355  32,)  leaving  a  balance  of  eighty-eight  thousand,  five  hundred 
and  twenty-nine  dollars  and  twenty-five  cents,  ($88,529  25,)  in  the  Treasury. 

To  find  the  actual  expenditures  of  the  General  Fund  Department  of  the  City, 
for  the  past  year,  the  following  items  should  be  deducted,  which  were  merely 
transfers  and  loans  from  the  General  to  the  several  Special  Funds,  viz :  To  the 
Interest  Fund,  seventy-six  thousand  dollars,  ($76,000)  ;  Watch  Fund,  six  thou- 
sand dollars,  ($6,000);  Fire  Department  Fund,  seven  thousand  dollars,  ($7,- 
000) ;  Superior  Court  Fund,  four  thous;ind  dollars  ($4,000) ;  Water  Works, 
twenty  thousand  dollars  ($20,000)  ;  Infirmary  Department,  twenty  thousand 
dollars  ($20,000);  Fuel  Committee,  sixteen  thousand  dollars  ($16,000);  making 
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fi  total  of  onn  Imndrcd  nnd  fovty-nine  thousnnd  dollars  ($149,000,)  which,  de- 
ducted from  the  nppr\rent  expense?,  will  show  the  nctunl  expenses  of  the  Gen- 
eral Fund  Dejinrtmcnt,  to  be  only  one  hundred  and  fifty-six  thousand,  three 
hundred  nnd  fifty-five  dollnrs  nnd  thirty-two  cents  ($15G,355  32.) 

WATCH  FUND. 

The  receipts  for  tlie  support  of  the  Police,  nmounted  to  eighty-seven  thousand 
three  hundred  and  one  dollars  nnd  eighty-one  cents  ($87,301  81.)  This  in- 
cludes six  thousand  dollars  ($G,000,)  transferred  from  General  Fund,  nnd  twelve 
thousand,  one  hundred  nnd  sixty-six  dollars  nnd  fifty-four  cents  ($12,166  54,) 
balance  in  Treasury,  March  1st,  1856.  The  disbursements  nmounted  to  sixty- 
four  thousand,  four  hundred  nnd  four  dollars  and  sixteen  cents  ($64,404  16,) 
leaving  a  balance  in  Treasury  of  twenly-two  thousand,  eight  hundred  and 
ninety-seven  dollars  and  sixty  five  cents  ($22,897  65.) 

INTEREST  FUND. 

Tiie  Interest  Fund  receipts  were  as  follows,  viz. :  Taxes,  one  hundred  and  thir- 
teen thousand,  six  hundred  and  eiglity-thrce  dollars  and  twenty-seven  cents 
($113,683  27);  transfer  from  General  Fund,  seventy-six  thousand  dollars  ($76,- 
000);  from  Little  Miami,  nnd  Covington  k  Lexington  Railroad  Companies,  for 
interest  and  exchange  on  Bonds  loaned  them  by  the  city,  nine  thousand  and  sev- 
enty-eight dollars  and  fifty-nine  cents  ($9,073  59);  balance  in  Treasury,  March, 
1856,  ten  thousand  and  twenty-nine  dollars  and  forty  cents  ($10,029  40,) 
making  the  total  receipts  amount  to  two  hundred  and  eight  thousand,  seven 
hundred  and  ninety-one  dollars  and  twenty-six  cents  ($208,791  26.)  The 
amount  paid  out  of  this  fund,  was  one  hundred  and  fifty  two  thousand,  one 
hundred  and  thirteen  dollars  nnd  seventy-four  cents  ($152,113  74,)  leaving 
a  balance  in  the  Treasury,  of  fifty-six  thousand,  six  hundred  and  seventy-seven 
dollars  and  fifty-two  cents  ($56,677  52.)  The  reason  sucli  n  large  sum  ($76,- 
000),  had  to  be  borrowed  or  transferred  from  the  General  Fund,  to  meet  the 
demand  on  this  Fund,  is  because  of  the  assumption  by  Council,  February  13th, 
1856,  of  the  interest  on  Bonds  loaned  the  Ohio  k  Mississippi  Railroad  Com- 
pany, nnd  the  non-payment  of  the  Interest  on  Bonds  loaned  Cincinnati  k  Hills- 
borough, Cincinnati  k  Marietta,  nnd  Enton  k  Hnmilton  Railroad  Companies,  none 
of  which  have  paid  nny  interest  during  the  last  eighteen  mopths.  The  city 
holds  a  large  amount  of  the  stock  of  the  several  Railroad  Companies  to  whom 
Bonds  have  been  loaned,  as  security  for  the  payment  of  the  interest,  bs  it  b*- 
comcs  due,  but  it  has  depreciated  so  much,  that  it  is  almost  -worthless,  and  if 
sold,  the  interest  alone,  already  due,  would  scarcely  be  realized.  This  failure 
on  the  part  of  these  Companies,  was  not  anticipated  by  the  city,  and  of  conrse 
no  tax  Tvas  levied  to  meet  the  contingency,  therefore  a  transfer  from  the  Gen- 
eral Fund  had  to  be  made  to  save  the  city's  credit. 
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HOUSE  OF  REFUGE  FUND, 

It  will  be  seen  that  tbe  receipts  for  the  support  of  the  House  of  RefiigC 
amounted  onlj-  to  the  sum  of  fifteen  thousand,  t%vo  hundred  nud  filt^'-nine  dol- 
lars, including  a  lialance  of  two  thousand,  sis  hundred  and  eighty-four  dol- 
lars and  ten  cents  ($2,684  10)  iu  Treasury,  March  1st,  IS^G.  This  account 
only  runs  till  August  1st,  1856,  at  which  time  the  City  Council,  by  resolution, 
ordered  the  balance  of  the  funds  which  had  previously  been  appropriated  by 
ordinance,  to  be  transferred  to  the  credit  of  the  Directors,  to  be  drawn  out  of 
Treasury,  only  on  an  order  from  their  Board.  The  funds  are  now  solely  under 
their  controL     • 


FIRE  DEPARTMENT  FUND. 

The  receipts  for  the  s\ipport  of  the  Fire  Department  wore  as  follows,  viz: 
Tascs,  ninety-two  thous-and,  two  hundred  and  iifty-scvcn  dollars  and  seventy 
cents  ($92,257  70);  from  sales  of  property  and  articles  belonging  to  the  De- 
partment, the  sum  of  eleven  thousand,  five  hundred  and  fourteen  dollars  and 
eleven  cents  (1 1,514  11);  transfer  from  General  Fund,  seven  thousand  dollars 
($7,000  00;)  balance  in  Treasury,  March  1st,  1856,  twenty-five  thousand,  three 
hundred  and  forty-three  dollars  and  ninety-five  cents  ($25,343  95);  making  the 
total  receipts  amount  to  one  hundred  and  thirt3'-six  thousand,  one  hundred  and 
fifteen  dollars  and  seventy-sis  cents  ($136,115  76.)  The  disbursements  for  the 
same  period  amounted  to  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  nine  thousand,  eight 
hundred  and  forty-nine  dollars  and  eight3--seven  cents  ($109,849  87);  leaving 
a  balance  in  the  Treasury  of  twenty-six  thousand,  two  hundred  and  sixty-five 
dollars  and  eighty-nine  cents  ($26,265  89.) 


SUPERIOR  COURT  FUND.      , 

The  total  receipts  for  the  support  of  the  Superior  Court,  amounted  to  four- 
teen thousand,  nine  hundred  and  eight  dollars  and  sixty  cents  ($14,908  GO)! 
as  follows:  Taxes,  nine  thousand,  two  hundred  and  twenty-four  dollars  and  sev- 
enty-eight cents  ($9,224  78);  Jury  Fees  collected  by  Sheriff,  nine  hundred  and 
eleven  dollars  and  twenty-six  cents  ($911  26);  loan  or  transfer  from  General 
Fund,  four  thousand  dollars  ($4,000  00.)  The  expenditures  were  nine  thousand 
three  hundred  fifty-seven  dollars  and  twenty-two  cents  ($9,357  22);  leaving  a 
balance  of  five  thousand,  five  hundred  and  fifty-one  dollars  and  thirty-eight 
cents  ($5,551  38);  in  the  Treasury.  Six  thousand  of  this  amount  was  paid  for 
salaries  of  Judges;  and  the  balance,  three  thousand,  three  hundred  and  fifty- 
seven  dollars  and  twenty-two  cents,  was  paid  to  Jurors.  This  shows  that  the 
city  receives  back  scarcely  one  third  of  the  Jury  Fees  paid  out. 
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LIGHT  FUND. 

This  Fund  is  rcnlized  from  a  special  tax  leried  and  assessed  on  property 
bounding  on  streets  liglited  ivith  Gas,  to  defray  the  expenses  of  Lamp  Posts, 
and  erecting  the  same;  Gas  furnished  the  Public  Lamps,  lighting  and  extin- 
guishing the  same,  and  repairs  to  fixtures;  and  for  Lanterns,  Frames,  &c.  The 
amount  collected  during  the  past  year  was  twenty-six  thousand,  three  hundred 
and  thirty-two  dollars  and  twenty-nine  cents  ($26,332  29);  balance  in  Treas- 
ury, Slarch  1st,  1856,  nineteen  hundred  and  forty-nine  dollars  and  sixty-six 
cents,  making  the  total  receipts  twenty-eight  thousand,  two  hundred  and  eighty- 
one  dollars  and  ninety-five  cents  ($28,281  95.)  The  expenditures  were  twenr 
ty-five  thousand,  two  hundred  and  eighty  dollars  ($25,280  00),  leaving  a  bal-;, 
ance  in  the  Treasury  of  three  thousand  and  one  dollars  and  ninety-fire  cents 
($3,001   95.)  '     ■■, 

FLOATING  DEBT  FUND. 

There  is  yet  remaining  in  the  Floating  Debt  Fund,  the  sum  of  seventeen 
thousand  and  twenty-eight  dollars  and  seventy-three  cents  ($17,028  73)  in 
Bonds,  being  balance  of  Bonds  ($100,000)  issued  by  rirtue  of  an  ordinance 
passed  September,  1853,  to  fund  the  Floating  debt  of  the  city.  ,.< 

WORK  HOUSE  FUND. 

In  the  year  1S54,  a  tax  was  levied  and  the  sum  of  eighteen  thousand,  six 
hundred  and  forty-one  dollars  and  eighty  cents  ($18,641  80)  realized  for  the 
purpose  of  erecting  a  City  "Work  House,  yet  up  to  the  present  time,  although 
the  subject  has  been  before  Council  frequently,  no  definite  action  has  been  taken 
in  the  matter.  It  will  be  seen  by  referring  to  the  "Work  House  account,  that 
the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  ninety-eight  dollars  and  seventeen  cents  ($298  17) 
has  been  drawn  from  that  fund,  two  hundred  of  which  was  paid  for  plans  and 
drawings  for  a  AVork  House;  the  balance,  ninety-eight  dollars  and  seventeen 
cents  ($98,17)  was  refunded  to  H.  P.  Bowman,  late  Treasurer  of  Hamilton 
County,  being  amount  of  taxes  over  paid  by  him  in  settling  with  City  Treas- 
urer. There  is  now  remaining  to  the  credit  of  this  fund  the  sum  of  eighteen 
thousand,  three  hundred  and  forty-thre£  dollars  and  sixty-three  cents  ($18,- 
343  63.) 

SINKING  FUND. 

This  fund  is  raised  for  the  purpose  of  redeeming  Bonds  issued  by  the  city 
froip  time  to  time  for  various  purposes,  the  first  of  which  falls  due  May  1st, 
1860,  amounting  to  sixty  thousand  dollars  ($60,000.)     The  next  will  fall  due 
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:  in  1865,  amounting  to  seven  hundred  and  twentj-five  thousand  dollars  ($Y25,- 
000),  and  for  the  payment  of  these  sums  there  has  only  yet  been  levied  and  col- 
lected the  sum  of  seventy  two  thousand,  five  hundred  and  twenty  dollars  and  sev- 
enty-four cents  (72,520  74.)  It  \Yill  require  the  coining  year  and  each  succeed- 
ing year  until  the  Bonds  become  due,  a  levy  of  at  least  one  mill  on  the  dollar  to 
realize  a  sufficient  amount  to  meet  these  payments.  This  fund  is  now  on  de- 
posit drawing  interest  at  the  rate  of  only  five  per  cent,  per  annum.  A  liigher 
interest,  say  ten  per  cent.,  could  just  as  easily  be  obtained  us  the  present  rate, 
if  the  City  Council  would  by  ordinance  constitute  the  financial  agents  of  the 
City,  the  Treasurer,  Auditor  and  Coramittse  on  Claims  and  Finance,  a  Board  of 
Sinking  Fund  Commissioners,  fully  authorized  and  empowered  to  loan  said 
.iftrnd  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  ten  per  cent,  per  annum,  to  individuals  or  compa- 
:nie3,  on  their  receiving  proper  and  ample  mortgage  security  on  unencumbered 
real  estate  -within  the  limits  of  the  City. 

This  plan,  if  concurred  in  by  Council,  and  carried  out,  I  have  no  doubt  would 
realize  for  the  benefit  of  the  Sinking  Fund,  at  least  one  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars ($100,000)  more,  or  double  the  amount  realized  at  the  present  rate  of  in- 
terest. 
This  subject  is  worthy  the  earliest  consideration  of  the  City  Council.
